TIO question of disposing of the large stocks 6f food (lie 


government has on hand has not yet been settled, but it should 
be settled promptly and the fjfo'ds should be placed on i lie 
market for 'he benefit of the pOblic. These foods were boughl 
for the use of tlie army and navy, but the sudden ending of 
the war left them on the hands of the government and they 
remain in storage while the people continue lo pay burden- 
some prices for everything they eat. 


H is said that the value of the slock on hand amounts to 


aboi'l £120,000,000, and a majority of Ihe Mouse War Inves- 
tigating Committee which has been looking inUrthe mailer 
recommends that these provisions be placed on sale to ease 
the cosl of living, and because some of Ihe stock is deteriorat- 
ing in quality, as more is liable to do if it is held much lunger. 
A minority of the committee i£ in favor of holding the stock 
pending a review of evidence taken by a sub-committee. 


The majority report criticises the non-aclivily of the War 


Department in this nutter, which wailed six months belore 
reporting that Ihere was any surplus, The commillcc goes on 
record as against the exportation of any of these foods aiul 
asks Hint they be placed on the domestic markel. 


H is, perhaps, hoi an easy matter to decide just how this 


shall be done, but there must be-n way to do il and the. method 
should be discovered and put into operation with the least 
possible delay. There, was an effort lo sell lo municipalities, 
which iu turn were lo distribute the foods to the people at 
cost, but there were difficulties in the way. Many cities have 
no right under their charters to engage in business ot dial 
sort, and others were threatened by local dealers with injunc- 
tions,4 for of course such an enterprise would interfere with 
•their business. 
U is quite natural that business men who 


would be affected should dislike Iliis kind of innovation, but 
tiie ink-rests of lh<? government and the public should be con- 
sidered in spile of any such selfish opposition. The govern- 
ment should turn these foods inlo money and the public is 
eniilied to th<5 benefits thai would accrue from placing them 
ou the markel. 
We have heard a gre^l deal about "short- 


ages" eince the cost of living has become so burdensome, but 
ilul pleii can hardly be. put forth when it is estimated thai the 
government has iu storage £2-1,000,000 worth of corned beet', 
#23,000,000 worth of bacon, JSM^OOjOOO worth of hash 
corned beef, $20,500,000 worlh of roast beef, #20,000,000 
worth of fresh froxcn meals and poultry, and §23,000,000 
worth of canned vegetables. 
For thjs vast-surplus slock Ihe 


government hns no use and if il is not soon made available lo 
the public Ihe people \yili demand lo know why. , 


Householders are staggering under burdens of expense such 


as Iliey never experienced before and are ottering no com- 
plaint insofar as these burdens are unavoidable. But they do 
fee!, ant! have a right lo feel, thai the government by which 
they so loyally stood during the trying period of the war 
should be to place these immense stores of food wilhin their 
reach ai reasonable prices. 


It will be news to many people thai there is n coal mine in 


'Massachusetts which a new company is about lo" re-develop. 
Operations were begun a dozen years ago and;* targe amount 
of money was expended, but the enterprise was finall yabau- 
donccj.
